April 1st White drew a check 
for $10,000 against his account, and two 
days later another check for $10,000.

to organize new districts, but the board 
hue a rule that euch matters must come 
on at tho February meeting.

Frank H. Short moved as an amend- 


ment that the various wards of the city 
be called to meet at a time and place to 
ha hereinafter named in each ward upon 
tbe same day aud hour, there to select 
namue for delegates to be voted for at 
tho next primary election for delegates 
to the connty convention. There cer- 
taiuly could be no valid objection against 
allowing the people of the wards to name 
their own delegates. 


Mr. Hinds suggested that there would 


be difficulty in organizing all the wards 
at onco. It would be necessary iu doing 
so to have the strictest kind of a roll ca^l, 
with tho residence of each member put 
down opposite his came. 


''Practical politics," added Mr. Hinds, 


"demands that we nlionld select 100 men 
and out of this 100 iiaeii they should be 
able to select lames that would not be 
objectionable to the people of tha wards. 


WARD REPRESENT ATIOX. 


Mr. Short urged that it would ba wieer 


fo leave the selection of delegates to the 
various wards. 


"An T understand it, thia is a Central 


County Kepublican club, and there i«) no 
reason why we should not select dele- 
gates for Oleander as well as for tho 
wards, except that it happens that the 
executive committee is composed of one 
delegate from each ward," added Mr. 
Short. 


"While the committee might select 


tho same men that the paople of the 
ward would choose, they would be bettor 
pleased ii they were allowed to make the 
selection themselves. We had u pretty 
conepicnoua illustration tho other night 
of the town dominatinp a ward. I don't 
tii ink that thia club would attempt to do 
anything as raw tva that, but tho PC!CI> 
tion by the executive Jcommittcb might 
have a very bad odor. 1 think it would 
bo much better if people of each ward 
were invited to hold a meeting at come 
designated place in their ward and let 
each ward select ita own representa- 
tives. This club cannot have anything 
lo yo with the pahtica of any particular 
ward." 


Dr. Chester A. Rqwell eaid : "It eeems 


to me to be & very simple matter to allow 
the Republicans from each ward to vote 
for their own delegates. We know that 
we are not 
Democrats, and wo aro 


satisfied that no Republicans in this city 
woold go from ward to ward to vote for 
delegates. All that is required Is to pnb- 
ieh a notice for the Rflpublicans of the 
different wards to meet at A specified 
place in each of the five wards for the 
purpose of selecting delegates. 
There 


need bo no clashing nor any danger of 
undue advantage being taken. I don't 
think that this club ehould have juriR- 
diction over tbe matter. If this club 
can be trusted to elect delegates there ia 
no reas-jn why the wards should not be 
trusted also. It is the.fairest way, and I 
trtiEt that tbo amendment offered will 
prevail." 


These remarks were received with ap- 


plause and it waa clearly perceived that 
the sentiment of the meeting was in 
favor of the ward plan. 


The amendment was thereupon put 


to the vote and carried.

In the fall of that year 
I noticed th*t a great many trees had 
been very badly sunburned in former 
years, leaving tho trunks of the trees 
hare of bark from three to six inches in 
width aud from eighteen to twenty 
inches in height. Tho ragged edges of 
the bark were infested with hnps of all 
kinds and in eomo instances fungi ,had 
made such ravages that the decayed 
parts could ho removed with the hand. 


Knowing that insects attack wood for 


:he Biignr or gtioi contained therein and 
that funni fiiihniPt on tint nlbumen of Hit- 
wood I dfltermined to give a cmting of 
pine tar to protect the trees from tbeao 
rnvagea.

«11 the loose bark and then covered the

Before ttm 
leaee waa reduced to writing, however, 
tt was agieed betweeu the plaiatill', 
Berry, and the deftndunt, Butler, that 
tho plaintiff should ii=e his best tiideav- 
ors fo procure from Mncdononuh tho 
right and opliou to purchase saut land at 
any time durinR the term of said leaee at 
a reasonable price. 


It wag further agreed between the 


plaintiff and the defendant that if plain- 
lift"succeeded in procnriug said option of 
purchase of eaid land and thereafter, 
when aaid land or said option of purchase 
should be eold for a larger sum than 
eaid option piica, tbat they should divide 
the profits of tho same equally between 
them 


Tbe plu'ntifl', pursuant to said agrea-

A petition is b?iaE circulated for sig- 


natures asking the board of directors for 


rna Irrigation district not to call an 


election for irrigation bonds for tho fol- 
lowing reasons: 


First—There is no reason for voting 


bonds now that has not existed at the 
time of the three previous elections. 


Second—In districts where bonds have 


been voted thonsands of dollars of taxes 
have been paid by c?rtain land owners 
who have received no water, and the law 
is sn stupidly defective that it gives no 
redress for such a wrong. 


Third—The last legislature waa asked 


to amend the Wright law eo that only 
land owners should vote on the matter

IIo gave 
away half or it to hid neighbors ami 
nthorsvvho hoard of it and wanted a few 
Drains for a curiosity. 


When planting tinso i-amc lie thought 


it would be n yood idea to nlaiit some of 
it, mid prepared A patch of ground near 
bis house and pluatcil about two quart;', 
of tho seed. It caiuo up and thrived 
\vell under the cultivation given it. The 
e.irs came well. The ears were about 
sis inches long and tho grains were 
close together, standing up with sharp 
poiuts. Tho grains nro small, being 
about one-fourth the sizo of an ordinary 
grain of i:orn. 


Mercer thinks that this must undoubt- 


edly be tho original corn of this country 
from which tho present has sprung 
through long and high 
cultivation. 


\V iiat is remarkable about it is that the 
mound from which it was taken um 
every evidence of being very old, for 
trees were growing on it that could not 
ho less than 200 year old. Tho relic? 
found with the corn are similar to those 
found in the mounds of Illinois nnd Otiio. 
aud this mound must have been co- 
existent with those, which are believed 
to have been over 1,000 years old. Mer- 
cer has sent samples of his com to 
friends iu the east and to tho goveni 
ment officials

piratical onslaught. If Mr. Da Young 
ever expected anything in the way of 
political assistance from Mr. Uunticgton 
or the Southern Pacific company, he 
would never have allowed the following 
truthful and manly statement to appear 
in his paper: 


'The plain lift in the case bases its 


right of action on the land grant to the 
Southern Pacific railroad company in 
July 27, ISb'li, claiming title as tbe tutc- 
cessor in interest of that company. One 
of the allegations of the complaint ia tlmt 
the railroait company has eiuce July 27, 
1SGG, persistently, diligently and c-ontin- 
uoualy eought to secure a patent to the 
lauda due it under th? gr^ut of that date, 
but baa been delayed, hindered uud out- 
harassed in procuring said patents by the 
interior department and the President. 
This allegation will be received with 
aomo incredulity by those who have 
studied tho history ot railroad grants in 
California. 


"T^e suits are, in many respects, a 


repetition of Iho Mussol Slough caaan of 
some years ago. For a number o( years 
the country from White's Bridge to Hu- 
ron has been settled and occupied by 
poor and industrious farmers under the 
land laws of the United States, and the 
government has issued its patents to 
them after- compliance with toe regula- 
tions of the land department. 
The 


Southern Pacific company has taken no 
action until the lands have been mar 
valuable by the labor of the patentees, 
and now seeks to deprive tnem not only 
of the land, bat of the frnits of their 
toil, on the strength of a grant made in 
1SGO, and which lias never been com- 
plied with nntil recently. 


"The defendants in the case are re- 


quired to answer tbe complaint in Los 
Angelus today, which will be an impossi- 
bility for many of them. The eubpenaes 
were leaned on March 3d, but not served 
until three weeks later, which looks very 
much like trying to obtain snap judg- 
ment. 


"It is of vital importance to these de- 


fendants that they be represented in the 
circuit court, as otherwise default will be 


[ entered against them. It is to be ho;md 
1 tliey have understood the caee sufliciently 


to employ counsel to represent them, for 
otherwise they will find a decree rendered 
against them et onre. 


"The company plaintiff claims to feel 


very sure ol the justice cf its cause, but 
the way in which the suhpenaes have 
been served does uot indicate it. It is 
said, too, that every settler on these 
lardri has been notified that the railroad 
company disputed the right of tbe United 
States to grant them patents. However 
the facti may stand the cases should act 


! bfi allowed to go by default, for there are 
certainly righta on the part of the defend- 
an-s which should be adjudicated. 


"The railroad company hud better bfi 


careful how it tries io enforce claims 
which are without equity, however they 
may etund in H legal a<ippctj*!s3t it incur

The Milling Company Loses 


Agaiu. 


JUDGE 
BARKIS' 
DECISION 


Judae Harria yesterday decided the 


ase of the Fresno Milling company 
igainet the Fresno Canal and Irrigation 
company in favor of the defendant, with 
ioets. Tho relief sought and prayed for 
he decision states to be as follows: 


"First, that a Certain contract in writ- 


nfi, entered into by M. J. Church, the 
Fresno Canal and Irrigation company, 
and the Fresno Milling company, dated 
Aprils?. 1SSO, be cancelled, and that the 
defendant, the canal company, be en- 
-ined from using the same, or aaserhng 
iy right therennder. 
"Second, that the defendant, the canal 


company, be required to furnish a deed 
n lee simple to the plaintiff, to S^U 
cubic feet of water passing a given point 
jer second. 


"Third, that the defendant be required 


,o pay said plaintiff damages for eaid 
canal company's fai.ure and neglect to 
'urniah certain water agreed to bo for- 
itished to plaintiff, or the value of certain 
rents and profits of certain water alleged 
;o have beon used iiy defendant, which 
plaintiff alleges rightfully belongs to the 
plaintiff, the milling company." 


Tho court does not find that, tho coo- 


tract dated April '2:'., 1SSG, was obtained 
by fraud, aa alleged by the plaintiff, but 
:i of the opinion that the terms of 
ie contract were thoroughly understood 
y the plaintitl' when it WHS entered into. 
Jnder n prior contract, dated Sepiember 
IU, 18Si), plaintiff claimed to be entitled 
to deed in fee simple to 8;i)j cubic feet of 
vater, to be used by tUe plaintiff in any 
nanner he saw fit. 
The contention of the defendant was 


that the second deed was not obtained by 
fraud. It was Int&nded to take the place 
of the prior one, and by its terms the 
plaintiff was to have no right to the 
water except as a motive power to the 
mill. 


The decision makes a point of the fact 


that for several years after tho contract 
'iad been entered into tbe plaintiff laid 
uo claim to the water after it had passed 
the mill, but permitted the defendant to 
use it. 


Inference is then made to the expert 


testimony relating to the quantity of 
water furnished by the defendant to tbe 
milling company. The plaintiff's expert 
testified.that tbe amount waa only 70.79 
cubic feet per second, while the defend- 
ant put on two experts to prove that the 
milling company had, in fact, received a 
much larger quantity of water than pro- 
vided for in tbo contract; namely, 110 
cubic feet. Also, that the capacity of 
the milling company's wheel was only 
71.91 cnbic feet and, therefore, even if 
the canal company had failed to furnish 
plaintiff with 83K cubic feet plaintiff 
could not claim to be damaged, for the 
wheel could not have carried off the 
amount required by the contract. The 
court holds tbat the preponderance of 
expert testimony was in favor of the de- 
fendant. 


The decision also states that while the 


defendant agreed to enlarge the canal 
brlow the mill in order the better to 
carry off the water, there was no agree- 
ment to increase the fall at the mill, at 
which place it amounted to between 13 
and 16 f«el, und which would have en- 
tailed a gr'jp.t expense. 


A former judgment against the de- 


fendant in another case, enjoining it 
;roni maintaining said cantil, which the 
defendant pleads in its behalf, ia ac- 
fcnowlodgpd by the decision to be of 
fortti BO IOLK "as sail judgment holds 
good.

All Citrus Fruits Grow to Perfec- 


tion Under Taose Warm anil 


Genial Skies. 


The time is coming when this part of 


Freeno county will become famous for its 
superior citrus fraita—oranges, lemons 
and limes. There is no place in the state 
that is better fitted for the production of 
the orange and lemon than the thermal 
belt in the foothills of the Sierra Ne- 
yadas east and north of Reedley. There 
ie not a valley or cove in these foothills 
where these fruits cannot be successfully 
grown. The soil in theae email valleys 
s of tbe richest black loam, the richest 
and of the mountains that has been 
Accumulating for sges, until its depth 
ias bacorne aoniethiDg remarkable. In 
natancea these spots are supplied with 
water from living springs and the Beep- 
age from the surioundiug elevations, and 
with but little.labor dams can be con* 
strqcted that will save plenty of water 
ir irrigation purposes. 
In these sheltered coves there is abso- 
Jtely no danger fiom frost, as has been 
iroved by the growth of sunflowers and 
omato plants which have frequently 
jeen known to live and thrive for four, 
Ive and eix years. A short time 8go a 
omato plant U years of age was flotmsh- 
ii(i in one of the valleys a few mile north 
if Kecdley. and undoubtedly wonld still 
ie growiug if it had not been destroyed 
iy the hand of man. The absence of all 
ofi is another great advantage of this 
region, end the fruit produced is free 
rom smut and disease. 


Profeesor Hilgard of Berkeley 
re- 


mtly made an imnlyaiB of foothill or- 
njres raised at 1'crlerville and pro- 


uouuced them superior to jtbe Riverside 
reduction, and ns is already generally 
tnown.it was tbe Tiilare fiuit that car- 
•ied off first pri/.a at tho state citrus fair 
jf southern California, The foothills in 
his part of Fresno county are in exactly 
.he qarno thermal belt as are those of 
Culare, and are capable of producing 
fruit equally as good. 


People are now beginning io under- 


stand the possibilities of these fertile and 
re-ell watered spots in this thermal belt, 
and the time is surely coming when 
arge fortunes will be made in these lit- 
tle valleys that eg yet aro most tmim- 
iroved.—Reedley Exponent.
